E. R. FiUdaly, swine specialist of 
the Extension Service, states that 
if the hog is fed a protein supple­ 
ment the hog will neither eat chick­ 
ens nor root up the grass. 
It is the 
balanced ration, says Mr. Eudaly, 
that the hog wants and not chick­ 
ens. 
Ask your county agent to 
give you this protein supplement 
formula, if your feed dealer docs 
not have it ready prepared. One 
pound of the supplement fed to 
each hog, regardless of size or age, 
each day will so h e your feeding 
problems, as you need not be con­ 
cerned about other kind of feed 
fed to the hog if it gets this one 
pound of the supplement each day.
